Ontario Balance 


TORONTO, April 3.—Possibility 
cf a balanced budget for Ontario| 
by the end of the fiscal year which 
started Monday was held out in the! 
Ontario legislature Tuesday by Pre. 


mier Mitchell F. Hepburn as he! 
presented his government's first 
budget. 


Key plans in his proposal to bal- | 
ance the budget call for increase in 
succession duties, revision of stock 
transfer and corporation taxes, a 
fall session of the legislature and 
eny new taxation that will be de- 
cided upon then. 

For the fiscal year ending Oct. 
31, 1934, Mr. Hepburn reported a 
deficit of $30,599,249,.78. Because the 
government plans changing the 
end of the fiscal year from Oct. 31 
to March 31 the premier, who is 
also provincial treasurer, included 


100 figures for the five months ending 


March 31, 1935 and estimated the 
deficit at $7,449,233.61. 

A deficit of $14,606,346.87 was 
estimated for the new fiscal year 
but this will be caused by charging 
relief to ordinary expenditure. The 
government has alloted $15,000,000 
for direct relief in 1935-36. Direct 
relief costs in the fiscal year end- 
ing Oct. 31, 1934 were $16,553,979.62 

The premier charged former 
Premier George S. Henry ‘‘man- 
ipulated” accounts in the last bud- 
get of $3,734.720.03 instead of a 
surplus of $476,425.61,

Parliament at the present session has pre- 
sented the curious spectacle of an Opposition 
more anxious than the Government to expedite 
business and get through the agenda. 

Usually a ministry has to fight its measures 
through a legislature under fire of opposing 
members who are willing to carry criticism to 
the point of obstruction. Exactly the contrary 
has been the procedure at Ottawa. 

Time and again Hon. Mackenzie King and 
other opposition members have urged the Min- 
isters to bring down their radio-heralded pro- 
gram, introduce the implementing legislation, 
curtail discussion, and clear the decks without 
waste vf time for the inevitable general elec- 
tion. They even urged this course by a formal 
resolution. 

There has been no responsive speeding-up 
of the proceedings. The reform program, such 
as it is, has been brought down in long-separ- 
ated instalments, Government speakers have 
needlessly and pointlessly prolonged debates, 
the session has been set to slow time and kept 
at that pace. Now the Ministers propose to 
adjourn parliament at Easter for a month or 
so and re-assemble at mid-summer 

There is no occasion whatever for any such 
folly. If the recess is taken, that will only be 
done in hope that something may turn up 
during the recess which might give the pre- 
election session a somewhat less tame and 
inglorious finish than it is now heading for. 

The reform program has turned out to be 
a “dud,” and as a producer of campaign am- 
munition for the Government the session has 
failed to function. That is the reason for the 
time-killing, and the proposal to keep on killing 
time,

The voice was the voice of Meighen, but the 
futility expressed was that of his Premier, 
when Senator Meighen, government leader in 
the Senate, addressed the McGill Graduates 
society last Saturday night, and branded the

Appropriately, the deliv- 
erance was made at a “smo- 
ker.” Through the blue 
murk, each smoke - cloud 
heavily laden with high pro- 
fits under the guise of “pro- 
tection” for the tobacco 
moguls, the Senate leader 
proclaimed his inability to 
understand how a govern- 
J. S. Cowper ment can create money 
against national wealth, other than by borrow- 
ing from banks and adding further to the bur- 
den of debt. 

With the government now paying two dol- 
lars out of every three it collects to interest, 
which is piling up at a rate that will soon 
swamp the government unless steps are taken 
to end the interest and private money rackets, 
the brilliant ex-premier exhorted the graduates 
to “hold steady,” to “have patience.” to “beware 
of the dangers of inflation and untried theo- 
ries,” to “attain wise, fair, just, sound conclu- 
sions,” and not to “think that because a man 
succeeds he is a crook.” 

The voice was the voice of Meighen, but the 
seniiments were the sentiments of Mr. Bennett.

Senator Meighen is much too clever a man 
to believe the things he said, or to suffer from 
the ignorance he proclaimed. He has a vastly 
more brilliant mind than his leader, though he 
lacks political judgment—or did. Twice pre- 
mier of Canada for brief periods, he took over 
the premiership from Borden the first time 
when defeat was certain. 
sion he claimed office and allowed himself to 
go to the electors, and to defeat, on a trifling 
constitutional question raised by his opponent, 
Mr. King. 

As head of a great investment corporation, 
Senator Meighen has everything to gain by 
helping the municipalities, provinces and the 
dominion to rid themselves of the interest in- 
cubus, and to embark upon a career of social 
and industrial progress. Why should he utter 
such blatant rot and confess gross ineptitude as 
he did before the McGill Graduates’ “smoker” 
last Saturday night? 

A dark thought creeps in. Once before, the 
hatchet-faced and guillotine-minded Arthur 
was left by ‘n out-going premier in the situa- 
tion know by the boys as “holding the bag.” 
Again he snatched at the bubble success before 
it was well within reach, revealing to the his- 
torian a picture of himself—the most brilliant 
of Canadian premiers—as a man so keen for the 
fruit of office that he rushed to grasp it before 
it was ripe. Can it be that with years and 
weight Senator Meighen has added to himself

KEEP A YOUTHFUL APPEARANCE 

Although every normal person desires to 
live a long and active life, no one wishes to 
appear old. 

A few years ago men who had reached fifty 
and women who had reached forty took it for 
granted that they were be- 
ginning to grow old, but this 
attitude is changing. We 
find men and women who 
have raised their families and 
are free to look for means of 
self-improvement and who 
seem to grow younger every 
day. It may not be possible 
for us to live forever in “the 
springtime of life,” but it is 
possible for us to live so that 
we will avoid the many in-

firmities and disabilities usually associated with 


old age. It is undoubtedly true that unwhole- 
some habits of living make a person premature- 
ly aged and wholesome habits will enable one 
to enjoy life for many years beyond the aver- 
age span. 

AVOIDING WRINKLES 

One of the first indications of ageing is the 
appearance of wrinkles. The appearance of 
wrinkles can be prevented to a large extent 
through the cultivation of proper habits of 
living and the right care of the skin. With ad- 
vance in years the blood does not seem to be 
as nourishing to the skin tissue as in youth, nor 
does it remove the toxins formed by the skin 
tissue as rapidly as formerly and toxic deposits 
under the skin may accumulate. Wrinkles 
really are the creases formed by the skin fold- 
ing regularly in such a way as to shut off the 
local blood supply. 

It is often possible to improve the appear- 
ance of the skin and overcome wrinkles. The 
fleshy tissues underlying the skin are composed 
principally of muscles and by exercising the 
muscles of the face and neck properly the cir- 
culation of the skin can be restored to a great 
extent. Another method of improving the cir- 
culation is to use hot applications morning and 
evening followed by an ice rub or laving the 
skin with very cold water. Or. you might com- 
bine the two methods, using facial exercises 
first and following with the hot and cold appli- 
cations. 

After the exercise a good plan is to rub the 
wrinkles lengthwise with a clean tooth brush 
which has been dipped in some bland oil such 
as sweet almond oil. Rubbing the bottom of 
the wrinkle tends to increase the amount of 
blood circulating through that part. Of course, 
the rubbing should not be severe enough to 
scratch or tear the skin. These combined treat- 
ments will be effective for stimulating the cir- 
culation. : 

In addition to the local treatments it is ad- 
visable to improve the general health in every 
way possible. Nothing is as effective for accom- 
plishing this purpose as a well-balanced diet, 
rich in all of the nourishing elements required 
by the body, combined with exercise.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1855, eighty 
years ago, there was launched at 
Toronto the first vessel designed 
in Canada for ocean trade, She 
was built by Hayes Brothers and 
had a deck length of 168 feet, 
depth of hold 18 feet 6 inches, 
beam of 32 feet 6 inches and 
carrying capacity of 1,200 tons. 
She received the usual baptism 
of the contents of a bottle of 
champagne broken over her bows, 
and no permit was required for 
its use, there being then no liquor 
control board; for it was a hard 
drinking age. 

Three months after her launch- 
ing the City of Toronto sailed 
from Toronto for Liverpool, via 
Quebec, with a cargo of walnut 
and she took her time going 
down, for it was not until Sep-

tember 6 that she left Quebec. She 
reached: Liverpool on October 4, 
after a voyage of 28 days, which 
was considered quite good time 
for a sailing ship in those days. 
After landing passengers, taken 
on at Quebec, and her precious 
walnut she went back to Que- 
bec, where she engaged in the 
timer trade. But her life was short 
for she was cast ashore on the 
coast of Nova Scotia in the 
autumn of 1856 and was a total 
wreck. 

Incidentally, it may be mention- 
ed that this date is memorable in 
Canadian history also for the fact 
that the enthusiasm of the Tor- 
onto folk at their first big ship 
launching was intensified by the 
receipt of the news of the fall of 
Sebastopol in the Crimea a month 
before.

“Modern” poetry was a very 
different thing from “experimental” 
poetry, much of which was repres- 
ented by the shredded prose of the 
present. Modern poetry speaks with 
power and beauty, giving a sense of 
that heightened consciousness which 
comes from all great poetic writing. 

The popular superstition that peo- 
ple do not like poetry is incorrect, 
for it is the most intimate of the 
arts, and one in which many peo- 
ple try their hand. Few individuals 
meet moments of great sorrow or 
great joy without a few lines of 
verse at their command. 


SPOKEN VERSE 
IMPORTANT 

John Masefield is the great cru- 
sader on behalf of spoken verse, 
and is trying to bring books of 
poetry out of the library, and back 
to the stage and the platform, 
whtre they were in the days of 
thée"early bards.

TORONTO, April 3. — State 
control of production as an 
effective measure for ensuring 
permanent peace was advocated 
here in an address by Mrs. Mac- 
Innis, wife of the Independent 
Labor member of parliament 
for Vancouver south. 

Speaking before the League of 
Nations Society Monday Mrs, 
MacInnis said state control of 
publie utilities and manuface 
tured products instead of pri- 
vate ownership was a means of 
preventing war.

TO DISTRIBUTE 
120,000 TREES 


Approximately 120,000. trees and 
shrubs will be available for dis- 
tribution this spring from the prov- 
incial farm at Oliver, according to 
information given the legislature 
by Hon, Hugh W. Allen, minister 
of lands and mines, 

The varieties include white 
spruce, jack pine, lodgepole pine, 
Russian poplar, Siberian larch, burr 
oak, white elm and green ash. 

There are 110,000 white spruce; 
1,300 Russian poplar; 8,490 green 
ash; 1,070 burr oak; 500 jack pine; 
400 lodgepole pine; 650 Siberian 
larch; 400 white elm. 

The distribution of these trees 
and shrubs is made to farmers and 
institutions for planting trees 
within natural poplar bluffs; for re- 
placements in established yrind- 
breaks or shelter belts, where trees 
have died, with such species as area 
available and for additions to es- 
tablished windbreaks or shelter- 
belts of such species as are avail- 
able,

COMPENSATIO 
ACT IS CAUSING 
NEW PROTESTS 


W. R. Howson Urges 
Changes to Give Worker 
Just Claim Action 


Contending that there was wide- 
spread dissatisfaction with the 
Workmen's Compensation Act and 
its administration, W. R. Howson, 
K.C., provincial Liberal leader in 
the legislature on Tuesday moved a 
resolution that the Act “should be 
completely reviewed and amended 
so as to insure that every injured 
workman shall receive his just 
claims and particularly to provide 
for an independent board of review 
of all cases where dissatisfaction 
has arisen or may arise in the 
future.” 

Debate was unfinished when it 
was adjourned by Fred J. White, 
provincial Labor leader. 

In support of his motion, Mr. 
Howson pointed out to the house 
that there had been complaints that 
the Act was not working out to the 
best advantage of employes. 

He recalled that during the iast 
year 100 or more workmen under 
the Act had complained that it was 
not being administered in such a 
manner as to give them their just 
dues, Several years ago the Act 
had been amended and he thought 
the time was now opportune to fur- 
ther amend it. 

There was a large body of opin- 
fon, he said, that favored establish- 
ment of an independent board of 
review. As it was now, the Work- 
men’s Compensation Board had one 
eye on the employe and the other 


on the funds over which it exer- 
cised control and the board natur- 
ally felt “how little can we give 
you out of these funds.” Possibly 
this contention was not right, but 
there was a feeling that the board 
feli this way, 


He felt very strongly that there 
should be a board of review so 
that complaints could be thor- 
oughly probed. 


Col. F. C, Jamieson, V.D., K.C,, 
Conservative, Edmonton, also sub- 
mitted that there should be means 
of review, and he advocated an 
appeal to the courts. 


Mr, White declared that so far 
as the Labor party was concerned, 
it had opposed the right of appeal 
}to courts. Labor had abrogated 
the right of common law action in 
1918 in exchange for security of 
payments made under the legis-

Questioned regarding the differ- 
ence in interest rates between east 
and west, Mr. Macdonnell gave it as 
his opinion that the difference was | 
not sufficient to more than care for | 
the cost of doing business in the 
west.
